Management « hen re- 
mov'd from them, and fupported in his Roy- 
at Authority, by a People whoſe Hearts 
and Purſes were at his Command ? At this 
rate a Toleration may be call'd an Eflabliſb- 
ment, and-becauſe Popery was once Eftah- 
liſh'd by Law in that Kingdom, as all their 
Hiſtories acknowledge it was, it muſt al- 
ways continue in the ſame State and Con- 
dition. If King Charles the Fiſt, who by 
entering into Articles with his Scotch Sub- 
jects put it into their Power, to bring him 


to that Cruel Death he moſt Inhumanly 


fuffer*'d by the Hands of bis Subjects of Exg- 
Jand, would have eftabliſh'd Epiſcopacy, 
it's no more than the Preſervation of him- 
felf and Subjects led him to, for the Dottrines 
of that Church breath'd nothing but O- 
bedience to Princes, and Love and Unity 
among Fellow - Subjects, when the Followers 
of Calvin held Principles deſtructive of the 
Monarchy, and inconhiftent with the Cha- 
racter of God's Vicegetent, and the Dau- 
ties of the People, over whom, next to the 
Divine Being he was ſupreme Lord and 
Governour.

Captain of his Guards, have ſince been 
quoted by tome of our Calviniſtical Incen- 
diaries, tor juſtify ing the Authority of in- 
feriour Officers over their Superiours, and 
puniſhing the Per ons of the Supreme Ma- 
giſtrate The Regency being diſmiſ'd, 
and put into the Hands of the King, 
they then conceiv'd they had as good an op- 
portunity to advance their Diſcipline as 
could be deſir' d. Upon which they ſet 
2 an Act of the ir Aff. mbly x hich pals'd 
e 24th of April, 1575, deiiring bis Ma- 
1 and Parliament, in the Preamble, to 
Ratifie it, which was refus'4 em, notwith- 
ſtanding they thought themſelves ſure of 
the Royal Aſſent, by reaſon of his Maje- 
ſty's being bred under. fuch a Tutor as 
George Buchannan, Wherefore in the next.

Pulpit ; Nay they went much farther, and 
when his Majefty order'd his Mother to be 
Pray'd for, who was then very pear her 
Execution in England, they Barbarouſly 
diſobey d the Royal Injunction; and forc'd 
themſelves into the Pulpits of thoſe that 
would have comply'd in his Majefty's Pre- 
fence. And finaly they didnot only animate 
thoſe that adher'd to him to ſeize upon 
his Perſon, and uſurp his Power, but juſti- 
ſied the fame in one of their Aſſemblies 
held at Edinborough, fora Lawful Act, or · 
daining all thoze to be excommunicated,who 
did not ſubſc:ibe to the ſame.

I appeal to the moſt prejudic'd againſt 
the Family of the Starts whether the many 
Affronts this good King received from his 
Puritan Subjerts in Scetland when he had 
it not in his Power to avenge himſelf for 
them, were not of ſufficient force to puſh 


him forward towards the diſcountenancing 


a Schiſm that would be the ruin of the 
Monarchy it once got to the intended Head, 
and whether his Son and two Grandſons, 
were Blame-worthy for being under the 
ſame Principles, fince they were liable to 
the ſame Uſage. If they acknowledg'd 
King Charles II. before the Engliſh would 
receive him, it was upon ſuch Precarious 
Conditions as would no wiſe anſwer the 
Villanies they were Guilty of, in ſelling the 
Bleſſed Martyr King Charles I. for 200000 1. 
At firſt indeed they ftood upon Terms of 
Honour, and the Lord Chanceller Lowdon 
ranted to ſome Tune (as may be ſeen in di- 
yers of his Printed Speeches) concerning 
the indelible Character of Diſgrace and 
Infamy which muſt be for ever imprinted 
on them, if they yielded to it. But in the 
End the Factions on both ſides ſo play'd

To let the defente of King une, II. a- 


lone, whom his Enemies not contented to 


have Dethron'd, and made a Penſioner to 
another Prince's Table, but even, without 
any Deference to the Queen his Daughter 
barbarouſly purſue beyond the Grave, pro- 
ceed we to make enquiry into their third 
Grievance and that is in point of Trade 
fince the Union. of the two Crowns, 
And here the Articles of the intended 
Marriage between our King Edward, and 


their Mary Queen of Scots ate fo little to 


the purpoſe, that it is to be wonder'd why 
ſo rational a Man as our Author paſſcs for 


could be gnilty of inſerting them. Since 


the Union was not effected till after the 
Death of Queen Elizabeth, and they were 


neither Ratified or Confirmed by the Eng- 


liſb or Scotch Parliament. What Engliſ 
Acts of Parliament sere made fince the 
coming in of the Family of the Stuart: 
that bore any relation to Navigation or 


Trade, were in maintenance ofithe EM 


Soveraignity; and though we had received 


their King among us, as our Lawful and 
* Rightfut Prince, the Parliament of Eng- 


land had no Obligations upon them to make 
them Denizons of what had been pnrchas'd 


by the Blood and Treaſure of their An-

But as he particularly inftances in the Bu. 
ſineſs of Darien, that K. William paſſed an AQ 
for eſtabliſhing a Company Trading to Africa 
and the Indies in the year 1695. with ſuch 
Immunities as had been granted tv Compa- 


nies of the like fort, that they chearfully pro. 


pos'd to take in Engliſh Subjects for half 
the Stock, but yet, that ſome felf-interefted 
Perfons miſrepreſented the Act, and Con- 


ſequence of it to the Parliament of Eng- 


land, who Addreſsd the King againſt it 


from both Hufes. To which, his Majeſty 
made an Anſwer refletting upon dis Mini- 


ſtry of Scotland, by faying he had been ill 
ſer ved by them, and that he hoped ſome 
Remdey might be found to prevent the In- 
conveniences which might ariſe from it: So 
it concern's us to reply, that it was not for 
our ſakes but their own that they propoſed 
to admit the Engliſh to be joint Traders, bee 
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cauſe they were not only converſant la the

Ty it on, which the Scots were not, That 
undoubtedly thoſe that complained to Par- 
hament of this new Upſtart Company Com-

aid and aſſiſt em, ill never Purge him from 


the violent Sulpicion of his having aRed 
leſs ia fayour of the Engl ib Eat Ihdiz Com- 
pany than the Gift of two Millions they had 
ſo lately preſented him with, deſet vd.
